I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1959. 

The  birth  rate  was  15.9  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population 
compared  with  15.5  in  1958. 

The  death  rate  was  10.4  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population. 

rhe  infant  mortality  rate  reached  the  record  low  figure  of  19.4 
per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  24.0  in  the  previous  year.  Of 
the  24  infants  who  died  under  one  year,  17  succumbed  in  the  first 
week  of  life. 


1 he  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  again  very  satisfactory. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified 
but  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  11,645  persons  completed  their  course  of  3 
injections  against  Poliomyelitis. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Council  for  their 
support  and  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  the 
staff.

Foreword. 

The  activities  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  have  been  mainly 
concentrated  on  a survey  of  houses  in  the  north  ward  of  the  Borough. 

One  interesting  disclosure  is  the  high  proportion  of  houses, 
situated  in  the  older  part  of  the  town,  that  arc  owner-occupied. 
More  than  half  of  the  houses  in  Fox  Street  and  Arden  Street  are 
occupied  by  the  owners. 

Very  much  in  evidence  is  the  greatly  improved  environmental 
conditions  that  have  been  produced  by  "do-it-yourself”  efforts. 
On  the  other  hand,  largely  due  to  the  manner  and  qualitv  of  the 
construction  and  the  age  of  the  property,  many  of  the  houses  of  the 
type  contained  in  the  area  deteriorate  very  rapidly  and  visibly  when 
neglected. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.
